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HE Work h re preſented to the Reader 
is a Copy, with a ſmall Variation 
noticed hereafter, as tothe Cuts, and a l ranl- 
lation, as to the Letter Preſs, of one well 
known to the Curious by the Title of Iu a- 
GINEs Mo&T1s, or, The Images of Death; 
which is reported to he in reality indebred 
for its Exiſtence to an Event that BoccACR 
did but feign as the Occaſion of writing his 
Decameron; | mean the Calamity of a Plague: 
And its Hiſtory is as follows, 


Pope Evcrxivs IV, having ſummoned a 
Council to meet at the City of Batle, or, as 
it is more uſuaily called, Baſil, in Switters 
land; it accordingly met there in the Year 
1431, and continued to fit for Seventeen 
Years, Nine Morths, and Twenty ſevenDaye, 
or, according to Mr. WarLPorE*, but Fiftcen 
Years in the whole; and at this Council the 
Lope himſelf, and after his Death his Succeſſor

many other Princes and Perſons of diſtin- 


guiſhed Rank were preſent. During the Sit- 


ting of this Council, viz. in the Year 1439, 
the City of Baſil was viſited with a Plague, 


which raged for ſome Time with extreme 
Violence, and carried off many of the Nobi- 


lity, and ſeveral Cardinals and Prelates who 


attended that Council, ſome of whom were 
interred inthe very Cemetery where the Paint- 


ing, of which we arc about to ſpeak, now is; 
and, on the Ceſſation of the Diſtemper, the 
ſurviving Members of the Council, with a 


View toperpetuate the Memory of this Event, 


and of their providential Deliverance from its 


Effects, cauſed to be painted on Oil on the 


Walls of the Cemetery, near the Convent of 


the Dominicans, a Dance of Death, repre- 


ſenting all Ranks of Perſons, from the Pope 
to the Peaſant, as individually ſeized by 
Death; adding alſo to each Figure eight Lines 
in German, four of them containing an Ad- 
dreſs from Death to them ſeverally, the other

mitted down to us with Certainty; but ſome 


Perſons have imagined that this Painting was 


the Work of Hans HoLBEein: Whether it

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We ſhall here proceed to relate the ſubſe- 
quent Hiſtory of the Painting itfe}. 


It is, however, to he obſerved, that 
MArrukw MERIAN, who, in 1649, pub- 
liſhed in German, at Franckfort, in imall 
Quarto, a Book entitled ToprEN TANZ, 
or Death's Dance, containing Engravings from 
the above-mentioned Painting *, and from 
the Preface to whoſe Work, as tran{lated inte 
French, in an Edition printed at Bafilin 17 444 
molt of the foregoing facts are extracted, does 
not ſpeak in politive I erms as to the preciſe 
Time when theoriginalFigures were painted, 
but only ſays, that they are belicved, and with 
great Probability, to be of that time in which 
he had placed them; in further Confirmation of

kimſelf a Lover and extraordinary Patron of 
the Arts, and had always about him a Num- 


ber of Artiſts; and that Joun AB Evcx, the 


Inventor of Oil Painting, flouriſhed in his 
Reign; but Mr, WarTon * has related 
(though it does not appear on what Autho- 
Tity ) not only that HoLBEiN was the Painter, 
but that the Subject in Queſtion was painted 
in 1543; in which ] conceive him misinform- 
ed; For MERIAN was, as he himſelf tells 
us, a Native of Baſil, and poſſibly might 
have had his Account by Tradition ; and 
had the Painting been of no earlier a Date 
than 1543, it is hardly probable (conſidering 
too that it is in Oil) that it ſhould have been 
ſo much injured by Time as to ſtand in Need, 
as we find it did, of an almoſt total Reparr 
int568 : To all which I add, that MERIAN 
ſeems ſo well fatished of the Truth of his 
Account, that he tells us further that the 
Figures were drawn from Nature, and are 
drefled each in the Habit of the Time; and 
that thoſe of the Pope, Emperor, and King, 
are reſpectively Portraits of FELIX V. who 
ſucceeded Eu EN IUSIV. S1615MOND Empe— 
ror of Germany, and ALBERT II. King of 


the Romans; all of whom, as we bave be- 


fore remarked, were preſent at the Council.

Mr. 
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Mr. W AT eoLE * mentions that this Paint- 
ing was repaired in 1529 ; but in this he 
ſeems to have been milled ( accidentally tak- 
ing one Date inftead of another) by a Paſſage 
in the Preface to MERrtan's Book before 
cited. MERrIAN informs us, that the Paint- 
ing in Queſtion having been much injured by 
Time, Joun HuGn KLAUBER, a Painter, 
and Citizen of Baſil, was, in 1568, employed 
to repair it; and that, finding a Vacancy 
on the Wali ſufficient for his Purpole, he 
added at the Head of the Painting a Portrait 
of ſoOHANNEs OECOLOMPADIUS, in Memory 
of the Reformation in 1529, to which his 
preaching the Goſpel to all Ranks, as he did, 
might be ſuppoſed in ſome {mall Degree to 
contribute; and at the End of the Painting, 
on another Part of the Wall, he added the 
Portraits of himſelf, his Wife, and his 
Children: And this Repair by KLAUBER, 
MeRrIan tells us further, was cormemo= 
rated in a Latin Tablet, which in his Time 
hung near the Painting. Some Time after, 
it was again repaired, and ſo, without any 
further Repair, it continued till MERIaN's 
Tine; but EEYSLER, who viſited it in 1729, 
in his Travels, Vol. I. P. 171, Edit. 8vo. 1760, 
relates, that the original colours were then to- 
taliy effaced, that only the Outlines of the Fi-

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gures were left, and that it had been lately 
repaired, 
The Thought of this allegorical Repre- 


ſentation of Death, though in the preſent 
Inftance immediately ſuggeſted by the Event 


above related, was not in itſelf original, but 


borrowed in ſome Meaſure from a Kind of 
Maſquerade, which Mr, W aRTox * obſerves 
was anciently celebrated, in the Churches 
abroad, particularly thoſe of France (and, 
among others, it ſeems to baye been per- 
formed in St. Innocent's Church at Paris) 
and in which all Ranks and Degrees of 
Perſons were perſonated by the Eccleſiaſtics 
of thoſe Churches, who all danced together, 
and then diſappeared; and it is certain that 
before the Calamity above-mentioned hap- 
pened at Baſil, and conſequently hefore this 
Painting there was begun, Allufions to a 
Dance of Death occurred in the Writings of 
the Authors of the "Time, in Referencc, no 
Doubt, to that Kind of Maſquerade. }t 
were needleſs to introduce a Number of 
Quotations to ſupport this Aſſertion; out 
as ſome Proof may, perhaps, be expected, 
I here inſert from 7% Van of Pits

been painted at Minden, in Weſtphalia *: 1 
But, no ſooner had this Painting at Baſil i 
been finiſhed, and become, as it very ſoon 
after did, univerſally celebrated all over 
Europe, but the Dance cf Death became a 
very favourite Subject, and was frequently 
painted in public Buildings, The earlieft 
Inftance which has yet occurred, ſubſequent 
to the Painting at Baſil, is one which Mr. 
'* WarrTov +þ mentions at Lubec, in the 
Portico of St. Mary's Church, painted in 
1463, and of which Dr. NuGENT, in his

than probable that the celebrated Painting of 
the ſame Kind in St. Innocent's Church, in 
Paris, in like Manner owes its Original te 
the Painting at Baſil. 


Nor are theſe the only Inſtances in which 
this Subject has been choten for the Deco- 
ration of Buildings; for in 1525 it was paiut- 
cd at Annaberg; and in 1534, in the Calle 
or Palace at Dreſden; as it alſo was, though

The ſame Inclination in Favor of this Sub- 
ject began alſo, very ſoon after the Painting 
in Queſtion was known, to difcover itſelf in 
literary Publications, and in the Decora- 
tions and Ornaments of Books. One 
MacaBtRr, a French or German Poet, 
but of what Era is uncertain, wrote in

It would be an endleſs Taſk, and afford 


but little Entertainment to the Reader, to 
reckon up here a long Liſt of Books in 
which the Subject has been reiterated : We 
ſhall therefore content ourſelves with men- 
tioning that it appeared in the Chronicle of 
HARTMANNUS SCHEDELIUS, printed at 
Nuremberg in 1493, Folio *, uſually called 
the Nuremberg Chronicle; in the Quotidian 
Offices of the Church, printed at Paris, 1515, 
in 8vo ; in ſeveral Horæ, Millals, &c. and 
even ſo late as in A Bock of Chriſtian Prayers, 
collected out of the ancicnt Mriters and bet 
learned of our Time, firſt printed in 4to.
